HER SISTER’S MURDERER. 


A Wisconsin Girl Administers Strychnine to 
Her Sister With Fatal Resalt. 

Whitewater, Wis., December 15.—An in- 
vestigation of the mysterious death ot Miss 

nnie Horan, which occourred on the 21 inst, 
was made by the coroner anda jury to-day. 
Seon afterthe death of: Miss Horan, her 
sister Nellie was taken seriously 
ill, and the report waa 
cireulated that she had confessed to having 
porsoned her sister and other members of the 
‘emily and then attempted to destroy herself. 
These rumors, however, were proven to be 
without foundation. In fact, she was pros- 
trated by her sister’s sudden death, and is yet 
unable to leave her home. At the inquest this 
afternoon a chemist testified that he 
hed found by analysis that the stomach 
of the dead girl contained forty-six one hun- 
dreths of a grain of strychnine, which was 
enough to produce death. The testimony of 
intimate friends of Anna failed to give any 
indication that she intended to take her life 
by poison or otherwise. The jury adjourned 
to the home. of Nellie Horan, and took her 
evidence while she was bolstered up ina 
couch. She admitted that on Tues- 
day previous to her sister’s death 
purebeeed strychnine ata drug store for th 
purpose of killing mice. The druggiet advis- 
ed her to use rat poison instead, but she insist- 
ed on strychnine. This she placed in a draw- 
ey, Where it remained until Thursday of the 
present week when she delivered the package 
to the sheriffasshe had received it from 
the druggist.

THE AUTHORS OF THE LONDON 
BRIDGE, DISASTER UNKNOWN. 


The Press Jumping at the Conclusion that it i« of 
American Origin, and Calling for Repression 
Measures—-A Rict in Turin—In the 
Continental Capitals, Etec., Ete. 


Loxpox, December 15.—The Times, in its 
leader concerning the explosion, jumps to the 
conclusion that the outrage about which the 
enthorship absolutely know nothing must be 
traced in some way to America and says: 

The moment has come to ask whether the Amer- 
ican Jaw might not be altered so that impunity 
could no longer be accorded to men who make no 
secret of their murder intentions. With such 
outrages politics are totally uncorrected. The re- 
peated endeavors to destroy public property and 
kill or maim harmiess people are simply murder, 
or attempts at murder, from motives of pecuniary 
specniation. The knowledge that the dastardly 
promoters of outrages are ioathed and execrated 
by a vust majority of Americans encourages hope 
thatif the bridge outrage shatl be eventually 
traced to trans-atiantic agency, America will not 
be content with a mere expression of horror, but 
will be roused to take such action as as is to be 
expected irom a civilized community in dealing 
with abject scoundrels.”’ 

A motion will be made in the eity common 
ecuncil, at its reguiar weekly meeting ol 
Thursday, to offer a reward of £5,600 for the 
diecovery of the parties who committed the 
dynamite eutrage on London bridge Saturday 
aiternoon. Great confusion exists among the 
officials on account of the authority over the 
bridge being divided into three jurisdictions, 
namely, the city police, the metropolitan and 
the water police. ‘The inability to fix the 
precise spot where the explosion occurred pre- 
vents either from assuming charga of the 
whole inquiry. If it should be proven that 
the explosion occurred in mideair, still further 
com plications will arise.

Shadman, who has the only 
olive grove in thts country where the oil is 
manufactu.ed. There are a few trees at Dun- 
cenness, on Cumberland island and elsewhere, 
but these are not utilized in this way. Mr. 
Shadman has 160 {nll bearing trees, and will 
make this sesson hetween 100 and 200 gallons 
of the unadulterated material in three grades, 
pure, merchantable ond crude. From him 
we Jearn the process of manutecture, which 
may be interesting to some of our readers. 

The olives,which are about the size of plams 
are fret gothered and passed through a mill 
which crushes the berry but not the -kernel, 
This pulp is paced in small crocus bags,which 
are dumpened with cold water and kneaded 
like bread op an inclined table with trough 
atiacbed. The water washes out the oil and 
both draim—into the trough. The oil being 
lighter floate, and is skimmed off and filtered. 
Tbis mekes tho first quality, which selis from 
#8 to $10 per gallon. 

The same process is gone throtgh with 

arm or tepid water, which yields a second 
ace of oi], almost twice the quantity of the 
‘st, and is soid at from $5 to 36 per gallon. 
A third washing or kneading in warmer wa- 
ter still, brings out the crude oil, in quantity, 
equal tothe first, and which selis at from $2.50 
to $3.50 per gallon. The proportion is 25 per 
cent pure, o0 medium or merchantable, and 
2> crude. Mr. Shadman has beer experi- 
menting for several years to find out just how 
to get out this oil, and has at last found that 
washing is the only process by 
which ail ihe oil can be extracted. The pure 
oil, of which we have a sample before us, 
which is delightful in flavor, and will keep 
perfectly sweet for a century or more. The 
other grades, being less pure, in course of 
time becom raucid. This grove of Mr. Shad- 
man’s was p {nted nearly a century ago by 
Hon. James Hamilton Couper, the tather of 
Mr. J. M. Couper. Tne young trees were 
secured for Mr. Couper in Spain, by the then 
minister to Spain from the United States.

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OUR COUNTY ELECTIONS. 


‘No good citizen will deny that our demo- 
cratic primaries for the year have given great 
satisfacticni. 

We were led back tothe primary system, 
after we fad seen the white people of the 
county torn into factions anda few negroes 
end polit.cians holding the balance of power. 
Under that sort of division the scenes at the 
polls were disgraceful. An election day wi 
dreaded tv all classes, except the sharpers and 
wreckers who filled their pockets and their 
eurzies during the prevailing disorder. There 
was general and urgent demand for primary 
elections, that would put the balance of 
power int» the hands of good people. 

The primaries were held. The change in 
ihe scenes at the polls was remarkable. I[n- 
stead of a turbulent, drunken and struggling 
crowd, th-re was order, quiet and decency. 
There was, of course, sharp competition be- 
tween the various democratic candidates, but 
everything was within the limits. There were 
few bired workers; few noisy and insolent 
bummers: no money for votes circulating 
through the crowd, and no red liquor with 
which to inspire the drooping spirits of the 
bowlers. ' There was general congratulations 
over the resuit of ihe experiment of prima- 
ri€s. 

The co; gressmen and the legislators nomi- 
nated by those yrimaries, have been elected 
Without opposition. It only remains how to 
elect the zounty officers who were also nomt- 
nated, tf this is done, we shall have the sys- 
tem of democratic primaries fairly establis- 
ed, and the will of the party respected. If, 
on the other hand, we allow these nominees 
to be sacrificed through carelessness or negti- 
we shall have togo back tothe old 
system of indiscriminate scrambling. Clearly, 
no one will accept the nomination of a party 
that camuot enforce its nominations against 
bolters Gr independents. It is very inipor- 
tant, therefore, that the county ticket, which 
has bees nominated, shall be elected. It is 
made up of good and faithfulmen. It was 
fairly and squarely nominated, and it ought 
to be elected.

TH" TREATY-MAKING POWER 

The somewhat heated discussion that 
bas becn going on in commercial and 
roliticai circles over the new 
ish tveaty i3 branching out in 
all directions. For instance, the question has 
sriseu whether the house of representatives 
has the right or the power to withhold its 
sanctioi: from a treaty approved by tbe pres- 
ident, and ratified by the senate. The New 
York Evening Post, discussing the subject, 
points cut that on at least one occasion there 
were s¢rious symptoms of a disagreement 
between the senate and house with respect 
to the ratification of treaties. 

[tis very easy tosee bow such a conflict 
might atise, and the new Spanish treaty isa 
case in point. Under the constitution, the 
treaty-liaking power is exercised by the 
president, with the advice and consent of 
two-thiids of the senate. There secms to be 
no limitations, so faras the constitution is 
concerned, to this treaty-making power. It 
is fair te presume that the framers of! our 
organic jaw never contemplated invading 
ihe domain of legislation by the treaty-mak- 
ing power, but that such invasion is possible 
is shownr by the terms of the proposed new. 
treaty with Spain. That treaty proposes to 
change the sugar and tobacco schedules, and 
may thus be said to intrude upon the do- 
main ol legislation, amending, modifying, o1 
sweepib2 away entirely existing tarifl laws. 

The power thus conferred on the president 
and the senate is altogether foreign to the 
spirit of our institutions. It is supposed 
that this isa government of the people, by 
the people and forthe people, but in this 
matter cf treaty-making existing laws may 
be rendered nugatory before the people are 
made acyuainted with the fact that such 
sweeping changes are contemplated. The 
treaty is debated and drafted in secret by so- 
called diplomats, approved by the president 
without public notice, and turned over to 
the senaie toapprove in secret session, All 
this is a Jangerous aping of monarchica) goy- 
ernmen!, where secrecy is supposed to give 
an air of mystery: and¢dispatch’to unpopular 
legislation, 

There can be no difficulty with respect to 
treaties tbhatdo not invade the domain of 
legislation; but when, asin the case of the 
proposed Spanish treaty, they interfere with 
the revenue, itisthe duty of the house, act- 
ing on bebalf of the people and in behalf of 
the principle that underiies the whole mat- 
ter, to i:terpose an objection. The Evening 
l’ost, we believe, (we bavye mislaid its article) 
claims that objections on the part of the 
house would practically be of no effect, as, 
under tse laws of nations, thiscountry would 
be bouad to carry out the provisions 
ofatresiy approved by the president and

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TH ADMISSION OF DAKOTA. 

The republicans are clamoring loudly for 
the admission of Dakota. They have a great 
deal tosty about the denial of self-covern- 
ment and direct representation to a wealthy 
and pop:ious community, when in fact they 
have in view nothing more than two United 
States scuators, one congressman and three 
clectora! votes. “Instead of grief over Dako- 
ta’s allesed rights they have a yearcing for 
more peiitical strength. If Dakota contain- 
€d a ma;ority of democrats, there woald not 
be any more demand from the republican 
side for her admission than there now is for 
the admission of Arizona or New Mexico. 

The truth is, no one knows whether Dako- 
tahas enough population to be entitled to 
admission or not. In 1880 the entire terri- 
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southern balf is to form the proposed sia‘e, 
leaying the northern half a territory. In 
the northern half lies the great wheat 
belt, and a long section of the Northern Pa- 
cific road. There is no evidence that the. 
southern half of [the territory contains the 
ratio of a congressional district. The figures 
offered by Senator Harrison are no better 
than guess work; and with Nevada before us, 
there is no demand for another rotten bor- 
ough. This is a good time, in fact, to lay 
dewn the rule thatastate shall not be ad- 
mitted unless it is officially ascertained that 
she bas enough people to entitle her to one 
member of congress. Southern Dakota may 
baye enough, but until a special census is ta- 
kep, or until the general census of 1810, it 
will remain a matter of doubt. 

And why should congress be in haste to 
neutralize the political power of the large 
states by admitting emall states that are not 
known to contain a population equal to the 
present ratio of representation? If Dakota 
should wait until 1890 no harm would be 
doue to the peopie of the territory, and no 
injustice would be thrust on the popu- 
lous states. There is no reason in,the world 
why there should he unseemly 
haste in giving southern La- 
kota as much power in the United States 
senate as New York or Ohio or Georgia pos- 
‘sesses. Let her wait until it is officially as- 
certained that she has 200,000 people. An- 
other Nevada is not wanted, Sen- 
ator Vest has carefully 
ligated he Dakota project, and he 
eApresses the opiniom that it is donbdtful

Subscriber, Seneca, 8. C.: How can a mad dog be 
detected? 

The University of London is authority for the 
following: 

‘The disease occurs in dogs of all ages, and may 
appear at any season of the year, the fact being 
recognized by a change of cemeanor of the dog, 
which becomes dejected, morose, inclined to roam, 
and anxious to hide itself. It gnaws at wood, 
stones and any refuse which it sees; snaps at im- 
aginary objects, and becomes unusually excited 
by strange or sudden noises; it rubs its 
throat with its paws, as if striving to get 
rid of some object lodged there, and at the same 
time there is more or less abundant flow of saliva 
from the mouth. The dog will also attack its mas- 
ter, Or animals of any kind, but is most easily 
roused to fury by the presence of other dogs 
ihere is, throughout the disease, no dread of 
water, [fia dog hasshown any of thesymptoms of 
madness it Should atonce be loose muzzled and 
securely chained up; and ali dog bites should hea 
immediately cleansed by suction and washing, and 
be at once cauterized.
